The Emperor, though never 
unconscious, was in a state of stupor. 
Every now and then a smile flitted over his face, 
which wore an expression plainly showing that he 
was notyjn;pain. The last nourishment he took 
was an orange. The last present he received with 
a grateful smile was a basketful of waterlilies, 
such as he was wont to tind in the Havel when 
he bathed there every summer. One of the 
last slips of paper on which he wrote was 
addressed to Dr. Hovell, whom he asked at 
midnight how his pulse went and whether he 
was satisfied. After that the breathing became 
fainter, until it, was scarcely perceptible. At 
a quarter to nine a person who, had come direct 
from the Emperor’s bedside, said, in despairing 
tones. All is over now. In a few hours the last 
strugule will be at an end.” It is reported that 
the Ewperor, after his last interview with Prince 
Bismarck, took the Chancellor's dand, and er 
taking the Ewpress’s trembling white hand, laid 
it into that of the powerful Minister. The hope 
of obtaining a picture of the dying monarch from 
the painter Angeli has proved fallacious. On 
Thursday Professor Werner was called to 
Potsdam, and early on Friday morning he 
sketched the mild features or the departing 
monarch. Photographs were also taken. At half- 

wt nine on Friday morning the last bul- 
l tin appeared, and it was ailixed to a tree to be 
read by an eager and reverent throng. The 
preacher of the garrison of Potsdam was then 
admitted and administered the last sacraments. 
The words of the last bulletin were :—“‘ His 
Majesty lies in a light slumber, which is inter- 
rupted from time to time by unmistakable signs 
of returning consciousness unaccompanied by any 
signs of suffering. ‘The pulse and breathing are

The Lying in State. 

The Emperor’s body is now lying on an iron 
bed, covered with a white sheet. is hand rests 
on his sword by his side, and a laurel wreath 
re on his breast. On the tables by the bed- 
side stand several vasec, large and small, filled 
with Maréchal Niel roses, a flower of which be 
was very fond. At his feet lies a palm 
branch ‘sent by his cousin the Duchess 
Alexandrina of Mecklenburg. The room is 
filled, indeed, with flowers, the gifts of mem- 
bers of various princely families. It has not 
escaped notice that both the Emperor Frederick 
and his father died on a Friday, and that the 
other Hohenzollern field marshal, the Red Prince 
Frederick Charles, also died at the same age as the 
Emperor Frederick—namely, 57—on the 15th of 
June, just three years * The lying in state is 
to be in the garrison church at Potsdam, where 
Frederick the Great and his father lie in the vault 
under the pulpit. It is understood that no post 
mortem examination of the deceased Emperor 
will take place, the physicians being fully agreed 
upon the disease which caused death. There is 
also a rumour current that he will be buried, in 
accordance with his own desire, at the shortest 
possible interval, some say as early as Monday, 
without pomp of any kind, and without wait- 
ing for the envoys to arrive from foreign 
Courts. Only the nearest relatives will be 
resent, among whom of course the Prince of 
Vales is expected to be prominent. Some

THIRTY-NINE DAYS IN A LUNATIC 
ASYLUM. 

At the Miidlesex Sheriff’s Court on Thursday, 
before Mr. Under-sheriff Burchell and a special 
jury, the case of sor. William Eastwood 
v. Messrs. Dale, Reynolds an! Company, came 
on for the assessment of damages. The 
action was one of libel, in which £5,000 
damages were claimed. Plaintif resides at 
Dinsdale Park, near Darlington, Durham, and 
the defendants are news proprietors and 

ublishers, of No. 24, Wellinuton-street, Strand, 

ndon. The alleged libel was contained in 
Rare Bits, in an article headed, Thirty-nine 
Days in a Private Lunatic ye By a Victim.” 
—Mr. Seymour (who was for the plaintiff) said his 
client, Dr. Eastwood, was the proprietor of a 
private lunatic asylum at Darlington, and a 
member of the Colleges of Physicians of London 
and Edinburgh. He had heen president of 
several medical societies, and was looked up to 
with great respect by the profession.. In the year 
1839 he became proprietor of a v important 
private lunatic asylum at Dinsdale Park, about 
six miles from Darlington. The undertaking was 
a great success, bringing plaintiff many eligibie 
patients, and proving profitable pocuniarily, The

MR. PARNELL'S DINNER.

Mr. PARNELL has the merit—it is a rare one 
nowadays, especially among Irish politicians 
—of being habitually sparing in speech- 
making. Mr. PARNELL speaks, as a rule, but 
seldom, and when he does speak he generally 
has something of interest and importance to 
say. It is, therefore, somewhat hard to see 
why he chose to give a dinner—which neces- 
sarily involved a speech—to the Irish * Martyr 
Members " just at the present time ; for really 
there is, from a Parnellite point of view, 
singularly little to be said just now on the 
eternal subject of the Irish question. Mr 
PARNELL really did not succeed in throwing 
any new light on Irish affairs in his after- 
dinner oration on Wednesday. In fact, his 
speech was a good deal more like the average 


speeches are. That is to say, it was as frothy 
as the champagne, which, doubtless, flowed 
freely, and there was very little else besides.

Sr. AusyN v. Sr. AvBYN AND Bacon. — The 
petition was that of the husband, a clerk of works 
to a builder, for a divorce by reason of his wife's 
adultery with the co-respondent, Mr. Edward 
Bacon, a butcher’s assistant. Answers were filed 
denying the „but there was no defence.— 
The marriage took place on the 20th July, 1886, at 
St. George's, Hanover-square, and the petitioner 
and the respondent, afterwards lived together at 
Horsham. Owing to the vocation of Mr. St. 
Aubyn he was continually away from home, 
and after some time he suspected his wife of 
intidelity as she had received presents of which 
she did not give a satisfactory account. It was 
stated that on one occasion he did use some 
violence towards her, but in his evidence he 
denied that he ever struck her. She took out a 
summons against him before the Kingston bench, 
and he was convicted of an aggravated assault 
and had to pay 40s. She was also granted a 
separation, with £1 a week for maintenance. 
Shortly afterwards the respondent committed 
adultery with the co-respondent, and the order 
for maintenance was rescinded.—At the close of 
the evidence, the learned judge said that in view 
of the petitioner being convicted of an aggravated 
assault he was not satisfied, and must adjourn 
the case for the attendance of the respondent. 
Although she had tiled an answer denying the 
charge, for some reason or other she not 
thought it worth while to come there. 

Bow.es v. BowLzs.—The petition was that of 
Mrs. Ethel Bowles, daughter of Major-general 
Prendergast, of the Indian Army, for a divorce 
by reason of the cruelty and misconduct of her 
husband, Mr. George Frederick Rowlgs, who was 
formerly secretary to Lord Truro. He filed an 
answer denying the charges, and Mr. Marshall 
appeared for him, but there was no defence.—Mr. 
Garnet Man, who appeared for the petitioner, 
said that the parties were married on the 13th o 
April, 1882, at Christ Church, Folkestone. Very 
soon after the marriage the respondent began to 
ill-treat his wife, and had kicked her out of bed 
when she was enceinte. In December, 1883, she 
became ill through his misconduct. He also 
blacked her T He had threatened to 
murder her, and had locked her in her room. 
In rezard to the misconduct with which he was 
charged with a woman of the name of Smith, it 
came to the cognisance of the petitioner in this 
way. Mr. Bowles toid his wife that he had occa- 
sion to vo away, and he lett, she receiving letters 
from him. One day she met his tailor, and he 
gave her the information that the respondent was 
Staying at the Alexandra Hotel, Hyde Park. She 
went there, and, having inspected the books, she 
saw the manager, and ultimately her husband, 
who admitted that he was staying there with 
a woman, after which she instituted these 
proceedings.— Mrs. Ethel Bowles, the petitioner, 
was called, and bore out the opening statement 
of counsel. In answer to the learned judge, she 
said that sheaud her husband used to quarrel; 
he was a very NM man. He was not 
always sober.—Mrs. Mary Catherine Prender- 
gast, mother of the petitioner, corroborated the 
cruelty. Had seen her daughter with bruises, 
and at Richmond she had a black eye 
— in fact, she scarcely saw her without 
bruises since her marriage. Had complained to 
the respondent about it, and he said that he was 
passionate.—Miss May Prendergast, a sister of 
the petitioner, also gave evidence, after which 
medical testimony was adduced.—The manager ot 
the Alexandra Hotel gave evidence as to the re- 
spondent staying there with a woman other than 
his wife, and to him Mr. Bowles admitted that 
he was “clean bowled out.” (Laughter.)—His 
lordship granted a decree nisi, with costs.

THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 
Evidence of the Rev. R. Billing. 


Lord Dunraven again presided over the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords on the Sweating 
System on Friday, when the witness Julius 
Dientje, who was under examination at the last 
sitting, gave some further evidence as to 
alleged deductions made from cabinet work made 
by him for Messrs. Maple on account of something 
faulty in the workmanship. After some irrelevant 
matter and expression personal opinion, the 


ing the working hours, as he believed there was 
over-production. No employer should be _ 
mitted to employ his workpeople more than 
fifty-six hoursa week; every shop should be regis- 
tered, He knew workshops where six men could 
be employed easily to do the work, but where 
only three were employed, the three g com- 
pelled to work till eleven or twelve o’clock at 
night, and on Sundays also. There were hundreds 
of workshops where this prevailed. He also 
thought that inspectors should be appointed in 
every parish.—The Rev. R. Billing, rector of 
Spitalfields (and now Bishop designate of Bedford, 
in succession to the Rev. Walsham How), was 
next examined, and explained that he ace 
quired much experience of the condition of the 
poor from the working of a charitable institution 
in his parish. Inthe East-end even d firms, who 
would refuse to employ sweaters, did not pay 
adequately for the work done, and when there was 
any press of work to be done, such as contract 
work, they endeavoured to get it done at the 
lowest figure so as to make their own profit. H 
had often had to refuse to take work for his 
charitabie institution from good firms because 
they would not pay a price sdequme 4 —.— 
the workers. This evil has been largely Tncreased 
by the sweating system, by which those who had 
no capital and no knowledge of the trade, took 
the work and put it out without any care for the 
workers. The old middlemen had almost entirely 
disappeared during the last tive years before the 
sweaters. They consisted of very res le 
firms who paid adequate wages, and would refuse 
to allow their workers to be so pressed 
as to he worked night and day. He 
thought circumstances — poi 
ganisation for bringing over these poor 
foreigners. As to bours of labour, he said 
he had himself seen the poor people at work at 
two o'clock in the — an again the 
same people at work in the same place at 
seven o'clock in the morning. He recommended 
regular inspection to prevent overcrowding and 
to ensure decent living, and that no such work- 
shop should be allowed to be open until it was 
licensed. ‘Che hours of labour also should be 
regulated. Most of the victims of sweating in 
his parish were Jews, who were unable to keep 
the Jewish Sabbath. The Christian victims 
could not keep the Christian Sabbath, both 
being kept hard at work, being unable to 
escape. There should aiso be sanitary in- 
spectors, who should only be amenable to the 
central authority. He described the pitiable sight 
be saw at the Jewish Scbool in his parish every 
Friday morning, the children, poor, miserable, 
and starving, and the women coming and begging 
for assistance. The committee would not trust 
his veracity if he toid them ali be knew as to the 
manner in which these poor creatures lived.—In 
cross-examiiation, he stated that in his opinion 
the shops should closed at a certain 
hour and not opened before a certain hour. 
He could not speak as to a Closing Bill 
for the whole of the country or all trades, 
and had oniy studied his own locality. He 
could not suggest any terms in which such a 
regulation should be expreased, and, in answer to 
a question how he thought such immigration 
should be checked, he said he thought. there 
should be registration of all arrivals. This was 
required under an old Act of William LV., but it 
was not acted upon, and he thought that unless 
those who arrived could show that they bad means 
for their own support, or unless there was some 
one to receive them, and to whom they were sent, 
they should not be received. There had been a 
great increase of such immigrants during the last 
four years, whole streets in his parish being now 
tilled with Jews, where there was not one before. 
They had pushed out the native population. 
When a Jew got into one place he invariably got 
a neighbour, until at last the place became in- 
tolerable to the Gentiles.—The Committee again 
adjourned.

On May 22nd last the 
prisoner called on Mr. J. S. Rubenstein, solicitor, 
of 5, Raymond Buildings, Gray's Inn, and stating 
that khe was the mate of a vessel called the 
Wellington, from New Zealand, which arrived 
the Saturday previous, asked for a loan of 45, 
as he had got into a scrape at his hotel at 
Hampton Court, and could not go back until he 
had paid for some damage done. As security for 
the advance he deposited a sa note purporting 
to show £51 to his credit, and he received from 
Mr. Rubenstein a cheque in form on the 
Chancery-lane Branch ofthe Union Bank. This 
was paid. Three or four days afterwards the 
prisoner applied to Mr. Fry, manager of the 
Clarendon Public - house, Cambridge - street, 
Pimlico, to change a cheque on ordinary paper, 
professedly signed by Mr. Rubenstein. After 
some conversation he obtained 25 on account. 
The cheque, although a wretched forgery on 
common paper, the signature having only 

faintest resemblance to Mr. Rubenstein’s, and, 
as he pointed out, even misspelt, was honoured 
by the bankers, and the prisoner received the 
balance, £15, from the licensed victualler, and 
using this as a recommendation to Mr. Banfill, a 
neighbour in business as a grocer, endeavoured to 
get cash for a second forged cheque, likewise on 
! Mr. Banfill 
declined the prisoner’s request to let him have 
the whole or part of the money before it had 
passed through the bank, and there; Mr. F. H. 
Jinn, one of the chief cashiers, detected 
the forgery, and made inquiries, and the 
police were communicated with. Mr. Ban- 
fill, acting on the suggestion of Detective- 
sergeant Manley, counted ont the gold to the 
prisoner as if the cheque had been honoured, and 
after he had actually penned a receipt, and was
